So fjr as the assembly la 


conctrn<=d. there is no doubt-that un- 
der the. constitution it has absolute 
power to determine the quiUincations 
of Its members; but after some sort 
to justify a course which was not fully 
approved, a numbe.- of bills have been 
passed restricting the- right of free 
speech on the part of employes In 
public service, and others, and it is to 
these that the Governor objects. 


One of these disapproved bills pro- 


vides that no school in the state shall 
be. conducted without a, license from 
the Regents, and that this 
license 


shall not be granted unless the said 
Regents are satisfied that H is not det- 
rimental to the. public interests. This 
the Governor considers fundamentally 
vicious. In fact it appears to have 
been aimed to close such institutions 
as the Rand school, which teaches a 
peculiarly obnoxious form of Social- 
ism; but in ordei1 to g<;t this institu- 
tion its provisions are made so wide 
as to strike at the fundamentals of 
government. While the Go\ernor's 
course may be generally approved, it 
is respectfully submitted that 
the 


word "school" appears to be permit- 
ted too wide significance. The- funda- 
mental concept of a. "school" is an in- 
stitution designed to give instruction 
in -ascertained facts, and to carry on 
research work—just the things -we 
recognize as the province of the ordi- 
nary educational institution. A gath- 
ering of children, -men and women for 
the purpose of Instilling ideas con- 
trary to the principles of our govern- 
ment, and in fact revolutionary, is not 
a school In the ordinary acceptance of 
the term. Calling a vampire an angel 
does not make her so.

would so amend the education law as 
to make necessary a- certificate

enly of good, moral character, .but 
one that he or she is loyai to the in-

"The supply of spruce in the eastern j 


United States available for paper stock i 
is nearly exhausted," the publication j 
states. "Eastern building material Is j 
BO longer adequate fully to meet In- 
dustrial demands, the future supply of 
hardwoods is threatened and will not 
be sufficient unless prompt •measures 
tre taken for maintaining the produc- 
tivity of the hardwood forests/' 


The situation can be helped materi- 


ally, says the report, by arranging that 
lands not suitable for agriculture—of 
which there are 30,000,000 acres In the 
eastern mountains—shall be.used for 
growing timber. 
Of this 30.000.000 


acres 
approximately 
1,600 
acres 


have been purchased by the govern- 
ment under the provisions of the' 
Weeks la^nr, which authorizes the ac- 
quisition of lands on the head Tvaters 
of navigable streams for Inclusion 
within national-forests. 


Additional Appropriation Needed. 
Appropriations totaling SU.COO.OOO 


have already beea made under the 
Weeks law; and the expenditure of all 
but about $300.000 of the amount avail- 
able for purchasing lands has been 
authorized by the commission. Twen- 
tv-*ne purchase areas, -with a total 
area of approximately 7,000,000 acres, 
have been designated In nine states In 
the important hardwood and spruce re- 
gions of the Appalachian and White 
mountains. " In IT of these, purchases 
hare beea made. Since the purchase 
program was developed other states, 
including Kentucky, have enacted leg- 
islation authorizing the acquisition of 
lands for national forest purposes. To 
carry out the purchase program as 
outlined by the commission an appro- 
priation of S2.000.000 per year for a 
period of five years, beginning with 
the fiscal year 1821, has been recom- 
mended by the commission.

results in a decided benefit to naviga- 
ble' streams throngh the modifying In- 
fluence of the forest cover on erosion, 
according to the report. It states that 
the newly created forests are being 
widely used for recreation by residents 
of the aearby cities and that they are 
meeting other important economic 
needs. Watersheds which supply do- 
inestic water to 17 municipalities are 
owned in whole or to part by the gov- 
ernment. In addition. 29 monicipaU-
